A night patrol of Americans captured 


the Germans' without firing a shot. 


The Germans were sleeping when the 


Americans crept up around them and 
captured them. 
They said that the 


•majority of the men in their company 
•had been withdrawn from this region 
when the Americans began their con 
centration a few days ago. The low 
morale of the German army was the 
reason that the resistance encountered 
by the Americans was not stronger, 
the prisoners declared 
One prisoner, a socialist, said the 


civilians in Germany arc discouraged 
with the way the war is going and. 
look upon the struggle as a capitalis 
tic effort. There is great depression in 
all iwrts of Germany as the result of 
the recent successes of the , British. 
French and Americans, he said. 


"GiMinans everywhere are at last 


realizing the fact that the Americans

"They appreciate the fact that the 
American successes arc encouraging to 
the allies and discouraginK to the Ger 
man soldier*-.." He said that the Ger 
man troops estimated the Americans

led to believe by their officers. 


An appeal, written in English, calling upon Americans of German an- 
cestry to join the forces of Germany has been dropped 'behind the American 
lines by enemy aviators. It has also been sent into the American lines by 
means of small balloons. This appeal asserts that in Germany the Amen 
canB.nould find greater liberty and more opportunity for advancement than 
in the United States 
It attacks President Wilson, asserting that he is more 
English than American. Germany is pictured as one poor little nation de- 
fending- herself against the vicious attacks of armies of the whole world.

.Lieutenant Putnam was flying with 


Lieutenant Wendella Robertson of Ft. 
Smith, Ark., when they were attacked 
by seven German -machines. Pour of 
these made for Putnam's airplane and. 
three attacked Robertson. The attack 
was sudden and unexpected and the 
enemy was able to fire from above. 


Lieutenant Putnam was shot twice 


through the heart. His machine glided 
to the earth at Limey, 
within 
the 


American lines where he was found by 
his comrades. 
Lieutenant Robertson 


returned safely. 


Lieutenant David E. Putnam, a de- 


scendant of General 
Putnam, 
was 


credited with 12 aerial victories. 
He 


enlisted as an aivator with the La 
Fayette flying squadron and brought 
down his first enemy machine January 
19, 191$ He was awarded the French 
war cross March 23 after having won 
five victorie" in the air. He was later 
decorated with the military medal by 
the Fench government. 


Lieutenant Putnam was transferred 


to the American aerial xcori»s as first 
lieutenant e.irlv in June. His achieve- 
ment June 10 of bringing down five 
Gorman airplanes in one day has been 
eclifised onlv once during 
the war.

HUNS MOVE MATERIAL 


FROM BALTIC REGIONS 


Washington. Sept. 19.—New evidence 


of Germany's double dealing in Russia 
reached the state department yesterday 
in a dispatch showing that German 
govement agents sometime ago sought 
ineffectually to form an alliance with 
strong Russian groups against their 
tools—the Bolsheviki. 
This information came from Moscow 


by courier to Samara and thence to 
Consul General Harris at Irkutsk. The 
courier arrived at Samara on September 
12. and his advices were cabled by Har- 
ris Tuesday. 
The dispatch said hunger and disorder 


existed everywhere in the Moscow re- 
gion. It further stated that the Ger- 
mans had begun the removal of all use- 
ful materials from the Baltic provinces 
evidently in preparation for evacuation. 


No mention was made in the dispatch 


of Consul General Poole at Moscow and 
considerable apprehension is felt as to 
his safety.

BRITISH REACH 


H1NDENBURGLINE 


Forces Storm Strengthened 


Hun Position in Front of 
St. Quentin and Gain 
Success 


(Compiled from A. 1*. Dispatches.), 
In an attack which is described as 


local in character, the 
British 
and 


French armies facing the lllndenburg 
line north and south of St. Quentin 
won important successes on Wednes 
day. 
At two points, one north of St. 


Quentin and the other in the area near

Anything Over On Wil- 
son" in Offering Com-

(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


With the American Army in France, 


Sept. 19.—From the manner In which 
the American army received the news 
of President Wilson's reply to Austria- 
Hungary peace note, Its attitude might 
be characterized as one of grim ap- 
proval. 


The report of the Austrian sugges- 
tion that a peace conference be held 
circulated rapidly yesterday from head- 
quarters in the rear to the front line 
trenches and the officers and men alike 
expressed the belief that none of the 
alliel governments, certainly not theirs 
would yield to what they regarded as a 
trick of the central 
powers to gain 
time. 


As the news of President Wilson's 
brief answer moved steadily 
toward 


the outposts and was passed on by one 
.soldier to another, there was a fueling 
of relief among the officers of high 
rank and an air of satisfaction among 
the enlisted men. The attitude of the 
Holdier, often repeated was: 
"Sure he won't. 
The kaiser can't 
put over anything like that on him."
